The late publisher of the Si¬ 
erra Madre NEWS graduated 
from' Hillsdale College, Michigan, 
where he was a member of the 
Delta Tau Delta fraternity. He 
later took musical training at 
the University of Michigan. 

While in college Mr. Ward 
was an outstanding athlete. He 
won the state record for long 
distance running and pole vault¬ 
ing. The records he established 
stood for many years. 

He was married to Miss lone 
Eggleston at Hillsdale, and the 
couple subsequently purchased 
the Charlotte TRIBUNE at Char¬ 
lotte, Michigan. While there, Mr. 
Ward was an active Knights 
Templar and a charter member 
of the Charlotte Rotary Club. 
CLIFFORD C. WARD Later Mr. Ward served as 

travel editor for the Detroit 
TIMES and owned and published the LEGAL HERALD of Detroit, 
the River Rouge HERALD and the Ecorse HERALD, both of Michi¬ 
gan. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ward purchased the Sierra Madre NEWS in Sep¬ 
tember of 1944. They were joined by their son, Peter Ward, upon 
his return to civilian life after war-time service in the Navy. For 
the past several months, the younger Mr. Ward has been in active 
charge of the newspaper. 

Besides Mrs. Ward and his son, Peter, Mr. Ward is survived by 
a daughter, Elsie Ann Ward of Saginaw, Michigan; and three 
grandchildren, Peter Rockwell, Michael and Penny Ward.

Rule On City 
Payments To 
Red Cross 

A legal opinion pointing out 
that the City Council was under 
no legal obligation to provide 
money for charitv purposes 
was presented to the Council 
this week by City Attorney T. 
Guy Comyn. 

It was in answer to the rec¬ 
ent request of the local chap¬ 
ter of the Red Cross that the 
City pay part of the salary of 
the organiza t i o n ’ s welfare 
worker. 

“A municipal corporation is 
under no legal obligation to 
aid and ’support its poor,’ ’ 
Cornyn’s letter said. 

“A muni c i p a 1 corporation 
cannot be made liable for the 
support of its poor when fur¬ 
nished without authorization by 
others. Power to support the in¬ 
digent, the dependent and the 
neglected cannot be delegated 
by (a city) in the absence of 
express legislative authority, 
and such power must be under 
its control and subject to its 
control and supervision. 

"Accordingly, the municipal¬ 
ity cannot levy or appropriate 
taxes for support of charitable 
institutions not under its con¬ 
trol.” 

He added that if a project 
is contemplated, and if the 
Council feels that a need for 
this type of aid exists and that 
the cost of such aid should be 
borne by the taxpayer, then a 
provision should be made in 
the annual budget to provide 
funds. No funds, however, can 
be made for private purposes, 
he said. 

At its meeting Tuesday the 
Council also:
